I  have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  to  you  my  twenty-sixth 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the 

District • 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  the  report  will  be  restricted  to  the  main  essential 
facts  and  statistics  of  work  done  in  the  Health  Department. 

As  in  previous  years,  I  have  prepared  the  statistical 
information  not  only  as  a  whole,  but  also  for  each  of  the  three 
Wards  to  enable  us  to  make  a  more  careful  survey  of  the 
incidence  of  Births,  Deaths  and  Disease  in  each  Ward,  as  well 
as  in  the  whole  area. 

The  Report  is  prepared  according  to  the  local  Registrar’s 
figures  and  my  estimate  of  the  population,  taking  into  account 
transferable  deaths.

This  gives  a  Birth-rate  of  15  •  7  'per  1,000  of  the  population 
as  compared  with  16.5  per  1,000  of  the  previous  year. 

This  is  the  lowest  Birth-rate  we  have  ever  had  in  the 
District .

These  arc  held  in  the  Clinic  Building,  Urban  Road.  There  were 
90  sessions  held  during  the  year.  The  total  attendances  at 
all  the  sessions  were  3,992  mothers  and  4,294  children;  of  these, 
2,449  wore  children  under  1  year  of  age,  and  1,845  between  1  and 
5  years.  Of  the  children  attending  the  Clinic  for  the  first  time 
during  1939,  229  were  under  1  year  of  age,  and  70  between  1  and 
5  years. 

The  attendances  made  by  mothers  and  children  from  the  South 
Ward  totalled  621  mothers  and  713  children. 

Doctors’  consultations  at  all  Child  Welfare  sessions  totalled.

Ante-Natal  Clinic. 


Forty-four  sessions  were  held  during  the  year  1939  and 
145  individual  mothers  visited  the  Clinic,  making  a  total  of 
269  attendances.  This  works  out  at  46.1 %  or  nearly  half  the 
expectent  mothers  in  the  district  who  have  availed  themselves 
of  the  facilities  given  hy  the  Clinic.  This  is  a  good  advance 
on  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  145  cases  we  had  to  send  11  to  a  specialist  for 
further  advice,  in  other  words,  a  bout  7.5 %  of  the  cases. 

Thirteen  mothers  with  complications  in  child  bearing  and 
birth  were  sent  for  special  treatment,  at  the  cost  of  the  Council, 
to  the  Women’s  Hospital,  Nottingham,  and  to  the  Mansfield 
Institution.

The  Scheme  by  means  of  which  one  of  the  full-time 
School  Dental  Officers  devotes  two  regular  half-days  per 
month  to  the  dental  treatment  of  children  under  school  age 
and  also  of  expectant  and  nursing -mothers  was  continued 
throughout  the  year. 

The  Scheme  has  increased  in  popularity  to  such  an  extent 
that  many  additional  half-days  had  to  be  devoted  to  this 
treatment  in  order  to  deal  with  accumulated  arrears  of  work.

HOUSING. 


During  the  early  part  of  the  year  many  dwelling  houses  were 
repaired  following  informal  action  by  the  Department.  Unfortunately 
during  the  later  months  of  the  year  this  work  had  to  be  curtailed. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  houses  were  inspected  during  the 
year  and  51  were  put  into  a  thorough  state  of  repair  and  made  to 
comply  with  modern  standards. 

Formal  notices  under  Section  9,  Housing  Act  1936,  had  to  bo 
served  in  only  10  instances.  In  three  cases  the  work  was  executed 
by  the  Local  Authority  in  default. 

DRAINAGE  &  SANITARY  WORK. 


The  duties  of  the  Department  include  the  sanitary  supervision 
of  these  works,  the  investigation  of  complaints  relating  to  them, 
and  the  testing  and  inspection  of  new  and  old  drainage.  During  the 
year  263  new  drains  were  tested  with  the  water  test  before  being 
filled  in. 

372  complaints  were '  received  relating  to  choked  drains. 

Sixteen  drains  were  repaired  or  reconstructed  following 
examinations  as  a  result  of  complaints  or  for  other  reasons. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 


An  Inspector  is  employed  by  the  County  Council  to  supervise 
the  purity  of  rivers  and  streams. 

During  the  year  a  watch  was  kept  on  cesspools  etc  situated 
near  water  courses.

Thirty  consignments  of  bedding  and  clothing  were  treated 
at  the  Council’s  Steam  Disinfector  following  Infectious  Disease, 
and  54  blankets  from  a  Military  Camp  were  treated  in  this  way. 

A  number  of  library  books  were  disinfected  during  the 

year. 

DISINFESTATION. 

Six  houses  were  treated  with  Hydrogen  Cyanide  owing  to  the 
presence  of  bed  bugs.

One  Bedford  side-loading  vehicle  -  2  tons. 

One  tumbler  cart  for  nightsoil  work. 

One  Bedford  -  30  cwts  (unlicensed  for  use  on  tip  only) 

A  horse  is  hired  one  half  day  per  week  for  work  with  the 
tumbler  cart  for  the  collection  of  pail  closets  in  the  unsewored 
parts  of  the  area. 

The  old  S .D. Freighter  became  unserviceable  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  and  this  was  replaced  in  February  1940  by  a 
Dennis  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle. 

During  the  period  that  the  S .D. Freighter  was  off  the  road 
a  lorry  had  to  be  hired.  This  proved  very  costly,  the  total  cost 
amounting  to  £38  -5s  -2d.

Refuse  Collection. 


Collection  is  carried  out  by  the  S .D. Freighters  on  the 
relay  system,  a  team  of  11  men  to  the  two  vehicles.  The  Bedford 
lorry  is  used  for  collecting  refuse  from  the  outer  districts  and 
other  work  in  the  Department. 

During  the  year  3,605  loads  of  refuse  comprising  7,023  tons 
were  collected.  (This  tonnage  figure  is  estimated  from  periodic 
test  weighings) 

Refuse  Disposal. 


Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  burning  in  a  three  cell  refuse 
destructor  and  by  controlled  tipping. 


Trade  Refuse  is  burned  free  of  charge  when  brought  to  the 
Destructor , 

On  the  instructions  of  the  Council  the  Refuse  Destructor 
was  worked  for  two  shifts  during  the  winter  months  in  order 
to  provide  steam  heating  for  the  offices  and  other  buildings. 

Tips . 


The  low  lying  ground  at  Grives  Farm  has  now  been  filled 
in  and  the  tip  completed. 

Tipping  is  now  continuing  in  Portland  Park  until  such  time 
as  another  tipping  site  is  available.
